I telephoned the Countryside Agency 


to ask why Bar Hill had been excluded; 
I should be receiving this information 
shortly. The answer | at first received 
was, ‘Is Bar Hill a parish?’ The list of 
parishes had been supplied by county 
branches of the Association of Parish 
Councils, and the Parish Clerks of these 
were sent questionnaires asking about 
various forms of community activities. 
This is part of a background brief which 
will determine the assistance the Gov- 
ernment will give to rural areas. It is not 
a ‘league table’ of parishes or parish 
councils, though the press inevitably 
construes it as such. 
Relocation of SCDC Depot to 
Landbeach 
South Cambridgeshire District Coun- 
cil has decided to sell the Oakington 
depot for housing. This facility in future 
will be under-utilised, and it is not pos- 
sible to reduce the size of it. Also, the 
infrastructure is ageing, and will need 
to be replaced, with the asbestos used 
for walls and roofs an added compli- 
cation. A Cambourne facility will be 


more expensive to operate, and may 
already be too small. Although the 
Landbeach site will be rented, and the 
Council would not, therefore, have a 
capital asset, its advantages are that it 
is near to Milton refill site, there would 
be no staff relocation costs and the 
Council would not be burdened with 
future maintenance expenses. 
Council Tax 

The SCDC has increased the Coun- 
cil Tax to £70 for a band D property 
afier holding this at £50 for the last three 
years. From reserves and balances, the 
equivalent of £66 has been used to pro- 
vide the funding required. The increase, 
from a very low base, has been made 
necessary due to Goverment insistence 
on ‘electronic’ communication, and the 
high expenses this has incurred, and the 
cost of implementing “Best Value’; the 
Council’s contribution towards these 
has to be provided from revenue rather 
than from reserves or balances 

Cambridge Metro 

The proposed network would run 
from St. Ives to the Science Park via 
the new settlement of ‘Oakstanton’, 
with street *priorities’ and possible ex- 
tensions to Huntingdon and Cambridge 
Railway Station. There would also be 


‘street priority extensions’ (the vehicles 
running like a bus) to Bar Hill, as well 
as to Swavesey/Over, Willingham and 
Cottenham. The Transport and Works 
Act Order application will be made this 
summer.

Do you enjoy rambling around the 
country paths in your parish? - If the 
answer is yes you could be just the per- 
son the Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s Countryside Team is looking 
for to help carry out a survey of paths 
in 45 parishes. 

The 45 are designated to be surveyed 
as part of a five year rolling programme 
to check all of the County’s 4,000 
paths. Volunteers will be asked to make 
simple records of the location and con- 
dition of bridges, signposts, gates and 
stiles. They can opt to do as many or 
as few paths as they like and can work 
as individuals or in groups. 

Alysoun Hodges, Countryside Team 
Senior Officer for Cambridgeshire 
County 

Council, said: “These parishes have 
to be surveyed between May and Oc- 
tober. Volunteers already do a sterling 
job for us, helping us keep our data- 
base of paths up to date, but we need 
more to get this year’s paths finished 
on time. “As well as giving us invalu- 
able help it is a great chance for people 
to get out and explore their parish and 
get lots of fresh air and exercise. It’s 
also an opportunity to learn new skills 
because we train volunteers. We also 
pay their expenses. The survey could 
also be a good starting point for a par- 
ish project or environmental audit of 
your locality.” 

The County’s entire path network 
was surveyed by volunteers in 1998. 
The information was recorded on a da- 
tabase and is used daily by rights of way 
officers to plan maintenance of paths. 
The five year programme is re-survey- 
ing 20% of the paths each year to keep 
the database up-to-date and reliable.

Beware 


Please be very 
wary of purchasing 
goods or services 
{rom doorstep sales persons. It is known 
that these callers often target the eld- 
erly. In one recent incident, tarmac 
salesmen called ona lady and persuaded 
her to have her drive tarmacced. The 
work completed was of a very poor 
quality and she was escorted to her 
bank to obtain cash. 

There is also a company periodically 
operating in this area - they also target 
elderly residents, selling inappropriate 
security devices, such as CCTV sys- 
tems, burglar alarms etc. The systems 
they sell are extremely overpriced.

Any dream will not do! 


By the time you read this, the village 
production of Joseph and his amaz- 
ing Technicolor dreamcoat ’ will have 
come and gone. Well over a hundred 
people will have worked long and hard 
to make it a success and over six hun- 
dred people will have come and seen 
it. It has been a great thing to do and 
many friendships have evolved. Amidst 
the hard work, there has been lots of 
laughter and a good many late nights. 
Bar Hill Church has never looked quite 
like it before! It’s a great show, with 
great songs, lots of fun -a real feel-good 
show. Personally, I’ve thoroughly en- 
joyed being involved in it and heartfelt 
congratulations must go to Melanie 
Stamp and Richard Lewney for lead- 
ing usall through it with such good grace. 


The production will live long in the minds 
of all those involved, without a doubt, 
and I’m sure in many other’s memories 
also. Well done everyone. 

But the show does miss the point, 
I’m afraid! Though it tells all the essen- 
tial facts of the Bible story - it’s all there 
in chapter 39 of Genesis (or there- 
abouts) - the interpretation is consider- 
ably wide of the mark. It’s not just 
about dreams coming true, but about 
God-given dreams coming true. Jo- 
seph was being prepared by God for 
the task ahead of him and shown that, 
when it did finally come true, and he 
became Pharaoh’s right-hand man in 
Egypt, that it had been God at work, 
and not just luck. What Joseph’s broth- 
ers had done (sell their annoying 
younger brother as a slave to ‘a hairy 
bunch of Ishmaelites’ and tell their Dad 


that he was dead!) was an atrocity of 
the first order. But Joseph sees the hand 
of God in it. He doesn’t forgive his 
brothers out of mere sentimentality, but 
because their actions had contributed, 
in God’s plan, to the immediate rescue 
of many from starvation, and ensured 
the survival of the ‘sons of Israel’, 
through whom God’s plan for the sal- 
vation of humanity would one day come 
to its final fruition in Jesus.
